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Republicnn Dootrines Ably Set Forth.
Tux gpeech of Senator Frelinghuysen before
the Republican Convention recently held in
Trenton, though comparntively a brief one,
containg some of the best thoughts upon the
gubjects of equal rights and of the eleotive
franchise that Lave lately found expression.
He places the dootrine of equal rights upon
the brosd basis of the unity of the human
raoe; and this unity he asserts to be at the
foundation of Christianity itself. He says:—

“'he dootrine of the nulty of the race |s essan”
tial 1o the maintenance of the true relations of
the race to God and to the malutenance of tho
true relations of mon 1o man. If this unity be
admitied, If we all have one origin, one nature,
one law, one ransom, one destiny, then all
bave an equal rignt to those immunities in
poclelty which are essential te development,
olevation, and happiness, essential to protue-
tion from oppression and defense from Inposi-
ton."

The ballot Mr. Frelinghuysen considers
essential to enable & man to enjoy that “‘pur-
guit of happiness’’ whioh the Declaration of
Independence asserts to be the ‘‘inalienable
right"” of all men. “How," he asks, “‘shall a
man in this country pursue happiness who has
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Elysoe, parades of the Imperial troops, and
private parties without number [

One of the ohiof argtuments used among un
for breaking down the observanocs of the Sab-
bath sccording to the jmmemorial oustoms of
our fathers, has been ostensibly in the interesl
of the working olasses. They must have more
opportunities for reoreation, for getting into
the country, for innocent amusements, eto.
It is interesting, therafore, to note the affeot of

Nor ia it just that he who pays taxas, does
military service, and obays the laws should ba
Alenied all voioe in the Government, “‘That is
pot 8 demoecracy,” adds Mr, Frelinghnysan,
fwhere there is a privileged olass, be their
title to the privilege the possession of money
or land, or be it blood. The only trune demo-
oracy ia a government of all, by all.”’

After aptly answering the common objec-
tions which are nrged against manhood saf
frage, and allnding to tha gemerons terms
upon which we have extended citizenship to
persons of foreign birth, the orator closes with

the following eloquent words:—

“We are now (o tnke another sirlde. The
colored man, born and reared In our midst, an-
quainted with our habits, and wich the spirit of
our Government, If not with the letter of our
law, baving provea hilmsell loyal and brave
extends his hsnd for privil o have triod
